The  emancipation  and  rise  of  Asia  lie  beyond  this  whirlpool,  and  who 
can  expect  to  croato  epochal  history  without  overcoming  groat  hardships 
and  trials?  Henco  our  victory  in  the  War  of  Greater  East  Asia  1b  the 
only  way  to  defend  and  build  up  Greater  East  Asia* 


In  November  last  year  representative  Journalists  assembled  in  Tokyo 
from  all  parts  of  Greater  Eact  Asio,  discussed  the  mission  of  Journalism 
to  do  its  share  in  the  consummation  of  the  War  of  Greater  East  Asia  and 
in  the  construction  of  this  co  -prosperity  sphere  cr.d  organized  the  Dai 
Toa  Shimbun  Eyogi  Kai  or  the  Greater  East  Asiatic  Prees  Federation  for 
the  sole  object  of  propelling  the  great  task  of  promoting  the  happiness 
and  prosperity  of  Asia  through  the  union  of  all  the  Journals  throughout 
Greater  East  Asia.  It  is,  indeed,  a  matter  for  great  pleasure  for 
me  to  note  that  since  then  all  the  journalists  in  Greater  East  Asia  have 
been  fighting  day  and  night  at  the  forefront  of  the  ideological  war 
with  one  aim  common  to  all  in  the  spirit  of  comrade s-in-nrms. 


Needless  to  say,  the  current  war  is  a  v/ar  of  juctice,  for  it  is 
being  waged  for  the  sole  aim  of  liberating  the  entire  sphere  of  Greater 
EaBt  Asia  from  the  aggression  and  invasion  of  the  United  States  and 
Britain  and  of  constructing  Asia  for  the  Asiatics.  The  ignominious  history 
of  the  political  and  economic  aggression  and  encroachment  of  Greater 
East  Asia  by  the  United  States,  Britain  and  Holland  cannot  be  recalled 
without  a  sense  of  resentment  and  indignation,  for  these  imperialistic 
countries  have  hypnotized  in  the  name  of  civilization  the  Asiatic 
peoples  into  believing  that  they  are  a  constellation  of  subject  nations; 
deprived  them  of  the  happiness  and  welfare  which  rightfully  belong  to 
them;  trampled  under  their  hobnailed  boots  the  true  position  of  the 
Asiatic  peoples  and  prevented  them  from  collaborating  with  each  other. 

The  War  of  Greater  East  Asia  has,  however,  awakened  in  every  one  of 
the  Asiatic  peoples  to  the  truth  that  Asia  is  one  and  further  led  them 
to  rise  to  their  feet  jointly  to  crush  the  Anglo-American  aggression 
as  well  as  to  build  up  a  new  order  in  Greeter  EaBt  Asia.  This  is  certainly 
a  grept  march  forwerdunparalleled  in  history.  In  order,  however,  for 
all  the  Asiatic  peoples  to  go  courageously  on  their  warpath  hand  in  hand 
against  their  common  foe,  they  must  be  fully  cognizant  of  the  destiny 
and  reality  of  Asia  and  at.  the  same  time  they  must  bo  tied  together 
firmly  by  strong  bonds  of  mutual  trust.  It  1b,  indeed,  based  on  such 
cognition  and  bonds  of  mutual  trust  that  all  the  principles  embodied 
in  the  Joint  Declaration  of  Greater  Epst  Asiatic  Nations,  the  great 
historic  charter,  can  be  powerfully  propelled  toward  realization  of 
our  object  of  reconstruction  of  Asia,  through  the  accomplishment  of  the 
conduct  of  war.  It  is,  therefore,  the  common  dutios  of  all  the  newspaper 
men  of  Greater  East  Asia  to  knit  more  closely  together  these  bonds  among 
all  the  nations  of  Greater  East  Asia.

Ton  Shlmbunkai  or  !£  Greater  «a.t  Asiatic  Journal,  I  take  this  opportun. 
to  express  my  strong  desire  and  expectations  th-t  •J1 

Greater  East  Asia  will  exert  further  offorts  to  contribute  more  active  / 
t^9 th^cons true t ion  of  Greater  East  Asia  and  to  the  promotion  of  world 
civilization  by  leading,  as  the  beacon  of  society,  the  peoples  In  dif 
parts  of  the  common  prosperity  sphere  and  by  exchanging  frank  v  ews  an 
opinions  on  these  worthy  alms. 

In  conclusion  permit  me  to  offer  my  sincere  prayers  for 
voyfcge  to  the  ship  of  the  new  publication  which  has  just  embarked  on  its
